fax burdens are increased their industries will be crippled, and 
the heads of other industries are advancing similar pleas. 


Owing to conditions not due to the war the railroads may 


have reasonable grounds for seeking some measure of protec- 


'' lion at .this time. They are at least entitled to a hearing. But 


for other industries to come forward thus early in an emer- 
gency the extent or end of which no man can foretell and be- 
gin lo clamor for favors which would result in (lie enlargement 
of their profits is not an encouraging sign. It smacks alto 


. gether too strongly of a determination to wring from the snf 


ferings and sacrifices caused by war every dollar that it is pos 
oible^to get out of it. 


The people of the United Slates are not ready for this sort 


of thing and should lose no time in acquainting their represen- 
tatives in Washington with the fact, if action of any sort is 
found necessary. This war is placing a heavy fax upon all the 
people, and there should be no dodging. The position of this 
paper is, as has more than once been pointed out, that taxa- 
tion, in time of war or time of peace, should be as equal as it 
is possible to make it. 
If all the people, rich and poor, are 


made to bear their, fair share of the burden it will not be op- 
pressive to any; albeit it will be distinctly felt, for the cost of 
(he struggle is going to be beyond anything in the previous 
history of the country. But the country is bigger and richer 
than ever before, and is able lo bear (he burden without hard- 
ship if it is evenly distributed.
